The  Governour  and  Lieutenant-Governour  elect,  having  been  previoufly  notified  of 
their  refpeclive  elections,  came  into  the  Reprefentatives’  Chamber,  where  the  two 
Branches  of  the  General  Court  were  convened,  when  his  Excellency  the  Governour 
was  pleafed  to  addrefs  them  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives , 

AVERY  refpeclable  committee,  by  you  appointed,  have  notified  me  that  the  citi- 
zens of  this  Commonwealth  have  elected  me  Governour  for  the  year  enfuing. 

To  promote  the  happinefs  of  my  native  country,  hath  always  been  the  great  object  of 
my  purfuit,  and  to  merit  the  approbation  of  my  fellow-citizens,  was  ever  my  higheft  am- 
bition— Defective  as  I may  have  been  in  the  purfuit  of  the  firft,  1 fhould  feel  myfelf  un- 
grateful to  an  high  degree,  did  I not,  upon  the  prefent  occafion,  acknowledge  the  kind 
partiality'  of  my  countrymen  in  granting  nlefo  great  a fliare  of  the  fecond. 

When  from  a want  of  health,  I retired  from  the  place  of  Chief  Magiftf ate  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, I did  not  expect  to  be  again  called  to  the  important  truft,  but  fince  my 
fellow-citizens  have,  without  any  folicitations  of  mine,  feen  fit  in  the  prefent  day  to  call 
upon  me  for  my  exertions,  I cannot  abufe  that  partiality  which  they  have  fo  often  ma- 
nifefted  towards  me,  by  declining  the  office: 

The  fuffrages  of  a free  people,  would  in  common  times  render  ah  apology  for  my  ap- 
pearing in  this  place,  quite  unneceffary,  but  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  public  affairs,  it 
becomes  neceffary  for  me  to  declare,  that  I am  fo  far  from  accepting  the  office  from  a 
dependance  upon  my  own  ability,  to  reftore  the  government  to  its  needed  tranquility, 
that  it  is,  Gentlemen,  on  your  wifdom  and  prudence  alone,  I rely,  for  thofe  meafures 
which  may  lead  us  to  public  fafety  ; from  you  the  people  will  look  for  thofe  laws  and 
ordinances  which  will  fecu.re  the  bleffings  intended  for  them  by  the  happy  conftirutiorl 
of  government  they  have  eftabliftied.  Of  me  they  have  aright  to  expect  that  I fhall 
exert  the  powers  'veiled  in  me  for  their  benefit  and  advantage,  and  it  fhall  be  my  high- 
eft ambition  not  to  difappoint  them.  To  preferve.  Gentlemen,  facredly  and  inviolate, 
our  excellent  Conftitution  of  government  ; to  relieve  as  much  as  poffible  the  burdens  of 
the  people,  and  to  maintain  a Uriel  adherence  to  private  and  public  juftice,  fhall  be  the 
great  objects  of  my  adminiftration,  and  in  the  purfuit  of  them,  I doubt  not  of  your  aft 
fiftance  and  fupport,  as  well  as  thofe  of  all  good  men. 

Having  declared.  Gentlemen,  my  acceptance  of  the  office  to  which  I am  ele&edj  I am 
how  ready  to  comply  with  the  qualifying  requilitions  of  the  Conftitution,

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives , 

I HAVE  been  informed  by  a very  refpeclable  committee  of  both  Houfes,  that  you 
have  been  pleafed  to  elect  me  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant-Governour  for  the  year  enfu* 
ing.  I have  a due  fenfc  of  the  honour  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  this  appoint* 
merit.  I confider  it  as  a mark  of  your  efteem  and  confidence.  It  has  been  my  conftant 
aim,  while  I have  had  the  honour  of  being  employed  in  the  public  fc  t rice,  to  con- 
fult,  and  to  the  utmoft  of  my  abilities  to  promote,  the  beft  intereft  of  the  people  ; and  it

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MESSAGE  from  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  by  the  Secretary. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate , and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentathss. 

-THE  Secretary  will  lay  before  you  a letter  l have  juft  received  from  Col.  Badlani, 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  troops  ftationed  in  the  county  of  Hdrnpjhire , reprefenting 
his  firuation-,  and  the  complexion  of -ouf  public  affairs  in  that  quarter*  by  which  it  ap- 
pcars>  that  after  the  time  for  which  the  troops  ftationed  there  is  expired,  the  inhabitants 
in,  and  near  that  county, will  live  very  uncomfortably.  You  will  find  upon  perufing 
this  letter,  that  thofe  who  have  been  in  oppofition  to  government,  have,  from  Vermont 
ai  d Neiv-Hmnpjhirei  repeatedly  made  incurlions  into  this  State,  with  an  intention  to 
plunder,  and  carry  oftitke  friends  to  government,  and  in  two  inftances  have  accom- 
pliflied.  their  purpoie,  by  taking  off  Doctor  Pomeroy  and  Mr.  Metcalf,  both  refpectable 
characters  ; that  the  Colonel  has  been  obliged  to  ftation  a detachment  of  his  regiment 
in  particular  -towns,  to- guard  the  friends  of  government,  and  that  he  has  had  application 
from  other  towns  for  the  like  protection  : 1 iherefore  fubmit  it.  Gentlemen,  to  your 
confideration,  whether  it  will  net  be  abfolutely  neceffary  for  the  fupport  and  protection  of 
government,  to  continue  in  fervice  the  troops  now  ftetioned  in  the  counties  -of  llampfrire 
and  Berkjlnre , for  fo  long  a time,  after  the  term  of  their  enliftment  expires,  as  you  may 
iudge  neceffary  to  reftorc  peace,  tranquility  and  fecur^ty  to  thofe  counties.

The  Committceofboth  HouRfe,  on  the  Go.vernour’smeffage  of  the  4th  ioR.  accompani- 
ed with  a report  of  the  Commiffioncrs  appointed  the  6th  July  laR,  to  treat  with  the 
Fenobfcot tribe  of  Indians,  and  for  certain  other  matters  respecting  the  count v of  Lin- 
coln, beg  leave  further'  to  report.  " * That. 
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That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  will  be  expedient  that  the  prcfent  county  of 
Lincoln , be  hereafter  formed  into  three  diftinct  counties,  and  that  the  dividing  lines  of 
the  laid  counties  be  now  eftablilhed,  as  the  eftabiilhment  of  thofe  lines  would  much  fa- 
cilitate the  laying  cut  of  townlhips,  fo  as  to  prevent  'many  inconveniences  in  future 
that  might  otherwife  arife  ; and  until  thofe  counties  be  incorporated,  that  the  prefent 
County  of  Lincoln , remain  in  all  other  refpecls. as  at  prefent.

town,  to  the  north-eaft  corner  of  the  fame,  then  north  feven  degrees  eaft,  to  the  north 
line  of  Waldo’s  Patent,  (fo  called,)  then  north  to  the  high  lands  j the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  fecond  or  middle  county,  and  the  third,  to  begin  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and 
extend  northerly 'With  the  weftern  bounds  of  Gotdjborougb , to  townfliip  number  two, 
thence  with  the  fouth  line  of  that  townfliip,  to  the  eaftern  bounds  thereof,  then  with  the 
faid  eaftern  bounds  as  far  as  the  town  extends,  then  on  the  fame  ccurfe  north  to  the  high 
lands ; the  thirdor  eaft  ward  county  to  comprehend  ali  the  lands  within  this  Commonwealth, 
to  the  ealhvard  of  the  line  laft  deferibed  ; and  that  the  ftiire  towns  of  the  faid  counties, 
when  incorporated  agreeable  to  the  above  divifion,  be  as  follows,  viz.  The  (hire  town  of 
the  ftrft  county  to  be  at  Pown'albordiigb,  the  ftiire  town  of  the  fecond  or  middle  county* 
to  be  at  number  three  on  Penobfcot -River,  and  the  ftiire  town  of  the  eaftern  county,  to  be 
at  Mac  bias. 

Your  committee  are  further  of  opinion,  that  it  will  be  "expedient,  that  a road  Ihoulcl 
be  opened  from  Penobfcot -River,  to  the  Bay  of  PaJfamaquady,  near  the  mouth  of  Schoo- 
duck,  agreeable  to  the  report  of  the  Commiflioners  aforementioned,  and  that  provilion 
be  made  for  that  purpofe,  at  the  next  fitting  of  the  General  Court.  It  appears  by  th# 
report  of  the  faid  CommilTioners,  that  fome  of  the  plantations  in  the  faid  county  of  Lin- 
coln, complain  that  by  reafon  of  the  laws  not  being  forwarded  to  them,  they  are  igno- 
rant of  the  mode  of  addling  the  late  tax  ; to  remove  this  and  prevent  a ftmilar  complaint 
in  future,  your  committee  apprehend  that  it  is  neceflary  that  the  Treafurer  be  directed  to 
furnifh  fuch  deficient  plantations  in  this  Commonwealth,  with  the  laws  andrefolves  that 
ihall  from  time  to  time  be  palled.  .

the  fum  which  fhall  be  reported  as  aforefaid,  and  the  fame  fh all  be  in  full  fatisfaction  for 
any  damages  the  faid  Smith  may  have  received  on  account  of  the  premifes  aforefaid.

Rcfolve  for  railing  from  the  troops  in  fervice  in  the  weftern  counties,  500  men,  and  not 
more  thao  800,  for  the  protection  of  faid  counties, and  alfo  pardoning  and  indemnify- 
iu  a certain  defeription  of  citizens,  excepting  nine.  ’’June  13,  1 787. 

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Court,  that  a confiderable  number  of  perfons  concerned 
in  the  rebellion  and  now  lurking  in  the  neighbouring  States,  do  frequently  enter  into 
parts  of  the  weftern  counties,  and  commit  robberies,  burning  of  buildings,  and  other 
outrages,  and  threaten  the  peaceable  and  Well-aflected  ; whereby  it  has  become  abfo- 
lutely  neccffary  for  their  protection  and  fecurity,  that  a force  fhould  be  raifed  and  kept 
in  fervice,  fo  long  as  theprefent  circumftances  fhall  continue.  Therefore 

Refolded , That  his  Excellency  the  Governour  be,  and- he  hereby  is  requefted,  to  raife 
by  detachment  from  the  militia,  or  by  voluntary  inliftment  from  the  troops  now  in  ac- 
tual fervice  (if  practicable,)  and  if  not,  from  the  citizens  at  large,  a body  of  troops  not 
lefs  than  five  hundred  men,  nor  more  than  eight  hundred  men,  rank  and  file,  as  the 
public  exigency,  in  his  Excellency’s  opinion,  {hall  require  ; to  be  formed  into  one  regi- 
ment, and  properly  officered,  to  be  ftationed  in  the  counties  of  Hampjhire  and  Berkjhire , 
and  in  fuch  places  in  thofe  counties,  as  the  Commanding-Officer,  under  the  direction  of 
his  Excellency,  (hall  determine,  and  to  be  continued  in  fervice  for  fix  months,  unlefs 
fooner  difeharged,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  Governour,  with  the  advice  and  confent 
of  Council.  . . . - _ _ . . , . 

And  whereas  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Court,  not  only  to  adopt  every  vigorous  and 
efficacious  method  neceffary  to  fupprefs  the  prefent  traiterous  oppofition  to  the  laws,  and 
to  reftore  peace  and  harmony  to  the  Commonwealth,  but  alfo  to  repeat  the  offers  of  grace 
and  mercy  to  the  penitent  citizen,  and  to  extend  the  fame  as  far  as  may  be  confiftent 
with  the  trueintcreft  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  fecurity  of  her  citizens  in  future  : 
Therefore  it  is  further.  Rejoined,  That  each  and  every  citizen  of  this  Commonwealth, 
yrho  have  con^rnittedjany  treafons,  or  mifpriffons  of  treafon,  againft  the  Commonwealth, 
ft  nee  the  fir  ft  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1786,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  pardoned  and  indemnifi- 
ed for  the  fame,  and  for  all  felonies  which  have  been  perpetrated  fince  the  time  aforefaid, 
by  any  of  the  faid  citizens,  in  the  commiffions  of  fuch  treafons,  and  which  are  overt  acU 
of  the  fame  : And  each  and  every  of  the  citizens  aforefaid, are  hereby  difeharged  of  all  tha 
pains,  penalties,  difqualifications  and  difabilities  of  the  law  in  fuch  cafes  provided  : And 
any  of  the  citizens  aforefaid,  may  ffpon  trial  for  any  of  the  faid  offences,  give  this  refolu- 
tion  iri  evidence  upon  the  general  iilue,  which  fhall  have  the  fame  operation,  as  if  fpecial- 
ly  pleaded,  except  as  herein  after  provided; 

-And.  it  is  further  Rejoined , That  all  and  every  of  the  citizens  aforefaid,  be,  and  they

faid  arms  upon  application  to  the  officer  under  whole  care  the  fame  are  depoi'ted,  and 
luch  officer  is  hereby  directed  to  deliver  the  fame  accordingly. 

Provided  nevertheless.  That  nothing  in  th?re  refolutiens  fhall  extend  tb$  or  in  any  man- 
ner avail  Daniel  Shays,  of  Pelham,  in  the  county  of  Hampjhire,  Gentleman,  Lvfc  Day,  of 
Wejl-Springjield,  in  the  fame  county.  Gentleman,  Lieutenant-Colonel  WiUiatn  Smith,  of 
the  fame  county,  Eli  Parfons,  of  Adams,  in  the  county  of  Berkjhire , Gentleman,  Perez. 
Hamlin,  of  Lenox,  in  the  fame  county.  Yeoman,  Elijha  Manning,  of  a place  called  the  Ele- 
ven Tl.'jufand  Acres , in  the  lame  county,  Yeoman,  David  Dunham,  of  ShJJjciJ,  in  the  fame 
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county,  Yeoman,  Ebenezer  Crittenden,  of  Sand'"; field,  in  the  fame  county,  Yeoman,  and 
Jacob  fox,  of  Wafhington , in  the  fame  county, ‘Gentleman  ; but  they  and  each  of  them 
ihall  be  liable  to  be  tried,  convicted  and  punifhed  for  any  of  the  offences  aforefaid,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  if  thefe  refolutions  had  not  been  made.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives. 

BY  your  refolution  of  the  13th  inft.  you  have  extended  the  clemency  of  government 
to  all  the  unhappy  and  deluded  people,  who  have  been  concerned  in  the  lateinfurreclionsj, 
excepting  nine  of  the  principal  leaders.  This  ad  of  benignity  and  mercy,  I conceive  can- 
not fail  to  induce  thole  unhappy  men,  to  return  to  the  open  arms  of  their  country,  and 
again  to  enjoy  thebleflings  of  a free  government : But  fhouldtheir  delufionand  infatuation 
be  (till  continued  ; (hall  the  honeltand  loyal  part  of  the  community  be  burthened  with 
taxes  for  Supporting  a force  to  defend  the  State  againfi:  a few  citizens,  who  depart 
from  the  original  compact,  and  refufe  to  be  governed  by  a majority  of  the  Reprefenta- 
tives, annually  elected  by  the  people  ? Surely  no  man  who  loves  the  peace  and  tranquili- 
ty of  government,  will  fuppofe  that  the  whole  force  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  neceffa- 
ry,  Ihould  not  be  exerted  to  reduce  fuch  of  them  as  (hall  hereafter  continue  unreclaimed  ! 

But  you  arc  fenfiblc.  Gentlemen,  that  by  the  Conitituticti,  it  is  out  of  my  power,  as 
Governour,  to  tranfport  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  oblige  them 
to  march  out  of  the  limits  of  the  fame,  without  their  free  and  voluntary  confent  or  the 
confent  of  the  General  Court  ; and  therefore,  fhould  a very  Small  force  be  continued  to 
annoy  the  State,  without  the  limits  of  the  fame,  I cannot  march  the  forces  you  have  or- 
dered to  oppole  them,  unlefs  you  make  provifion  for  the  fame. 

Befides  this,  fhould  a number  of  men,  who  have  relinquished  their  connection  with 
all  government,  be  Suffered  to  collccl  on  the  borders  of  this  State,  their  accumulation  of 
force,  from  thieves,  debtors  and  other  fugitives,  would  very  Soon  render  them  trou- 
blefome,  if  not  formidable  to  other  States,  as  well  as  this. 

You  will  al<o  pleafe  to  confider  the  difficulty  of  marching  troops  into  another  fovereiga 
State,  without  the  confent  of  the  government  thereof,  and  that  this  may  render  it  ne- 
celfary  to  treat  with  Some  of  the  other  States  on  that  Subject. 

As  the  effect  of  your  .act  of  indemnity,  cannot  be  foon  fully  known  ; and  as  the 
citizens  of  the  State  may  be  endangered  by  new  hoftilities,  before  the  next  meeting  of 
the  General  Court,  I think  it  my  duty  to  fuggeft  thefe  ideas,  that  you  may  pay  them 
fuch  attention  as  you  may  think  they  deferve. 

The  object  of  my  meafures  fhall  be,  to  reftore  peace  and  good  order  to  the  Common- 
wealth, and  I cannot  doubt  of  your  countenance  and  Support  in  every  meafure  which 
you  m-»y  think  is  pointed  to  that  great  and defirable  end.

Refolved,  for  reafons  fet  forth  in  the  faid  petition,  that  the  prayer  thereof  be  granted, 
and  that  the  Treafurer  of  this  Commonwealth  be,  and  he  hereb)fc'is  authorized  and  di- 
rected, to  credit  or  remit  to  the  town  of  Buckland , the  taxes  affeffed  on  the  faid  town  for 
the  years  1779  and  1 780,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  fifty  pounds  in  fpecie,  any  law  or  re- 
folution  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

Rcfolve  requeuing  the  Governour  to  wr.'te  to  thofe  States  where  the  Infurgents  have 

taken  refidence,  &c.  June  29,  1787. 

Whereas  by  a refolution  of  the  General  Court,  of  the  13th  day  of  this  prefent  month, 
the  clemency  of  government  is  extended  to  all  who  have  been  concerned  in  the  prefent 
rebellion,  except  fome  of  the  principal  offenders,  and  thofe  who  flood  convicted  of  being 
concerned  in  the -rebellion  aforefiid,  by  due  courfe  of  lav/ ; which  act  of  benignity  and 
mercy,  ought  to  induce  thofe  unhappy  men  to  return  to  the  open  arms  of  their  country, 
and  again  enjoy  the  bleffings  of  a free  government  ; but  fhould  they  ftili  continue  :heir 
delufion,  infatuation  and  crimes,  the  whole  force  of  the  Commonwealth  muft  if  neceffary 
be  exerted  to  reduce  them,  and  protect  the  well  affecletcd  conftitutional  government. 

And  whereas  by  the  conflitution  it  is  out  of  the  power  of  the  Governour,  to  tranfport 
any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  oblige  them  to  march  out  of  the  limits 
of  the  fame,  without  their  free  and  voluntary  confent,  or  the  confent  of  the  GeneralCourt. 

And  whereas  alfo,  it  may  become  neceffary  to  obtain  the  confent  of  tire  States,  where 
any  of  the  rebels  have  taken  refuge,  to  march  the  troops  of  this  State  within  the  limits 
of  fuch  States  refpectively,  in  order  to  prevent  an  accumulation  of  force  from  thieves 
and  other  fugitives  joining  the  rebels,  which  might  render  them  formidable  to  other 
States,  as  well  as  this. 

Refolved , That  his  Excellency  the  Governour  be,  and  he  hereby  is  requeued,  to  make 
known  to  the  States  which  have  adopted  meafures  for  rendering  efficacious  the  exertions 
of  this  government  for  the  fuppreffion  of  the  rebellion,  the  juft  fenfe  the  Legiflature 
entertain  of  their  generous  and  friendly  difpofition,  and  to  rtqr.eft  of  them,  and  all  other 
States  where  any  of  the  rebels  may  lurk  for  the  purpofe  of  making  inroads  into  this 
State, that  the  troops  of  this  State,  if  neceffary,  may  be  permitted,  under  inch  refbictions 
and  limitations  as  may  be  by  them  adopted  to  preferve  the  tranquility  of  the  relpeclive 
States  and  the  fecurity  of  the  citizens'  thereof,  t,o  march  the  troops  of  this  government 
into  the  limits  of  the  States  where  any  of  the  rebels  may  have  taken  refidence  for  rebel- 
lious purpofes  or  with  an  intention  of  plundering,  captivating,  or  annoying  atiy  of  the  ci- 
tizens of  this  Commonwealth  ; and  having  obtained  fuch  permiffion,  his  Excellency  the 
Governour  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  march  the  forces  of  government,, 
out  of  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth,  (and  to  encounter,  refill  and  purfue  by  force  of 
arms,  as  well  without,  as  within  the  limits  of 'this  Commonwealth,)  and  alfo  to  kill, 
flay  and  deftroy,  if  neceffary,  and  conquer  by  all  fitting  ways,  enterpriies  and  means 
whatfoever,  all  and  every  of  the  rebels*  aforefaid,  and  all  who  may  join,  aid,  abet  and 
fupport  them,  and  who  in  i hoftile  manner  fhall  attempt,  or  enterprize  the  deftrucllon j 
invafion,  detriment,  or  annoyance  of  this  Commonwealth. 

And  whereas  it  may  become  neceffary,  fhould  the  lenient  meafures,  which  have  bc  iii 
adopted,  not  produce  the  effect  thereby  defigned,  to  make  further  provifion  to  enable' 
the  Supreme  Executive  totally  to  fupprefs  the  rebellion  : Therefore 

Refolved , That  his  Excellency  the  Governour  be,  and  he  hereby  is  requeued,  agreeably 
to  the  conflitution,  fhould  the  lafety  and  protection  of  the  well  alTecle  r go  vi_r miicnr, 
in  his  opinion,  require  it,  to  raife  by  voluntary  enliflment  or  draft  from!  tlie  militia,  fuch 
a force,  as  in  his  opinion  fhall  be  neceffary,  wholly  and  effectually  t'6  lubdue  all  perfons 
who  may  at  any  time  be  in  arms  againfl  the  government  of  this'  Commonwealth,  and 
the  whole  expence  arifing  thereby  fhall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  hr  ft  monies  which  may 
come  into  the  Treafury  for  the  ufe  of  government,  from  a'  y taxes  or  duties  already  laid* 
#r  which  may  be  hereafter  granted,  and  which  have  not  yet  been  appropriated, 

And  * 
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And  whereas  fome  of  the  perfons  tro  whom  offers  of  mercy  have  been  repeatcdly 
made,  may  be  encouraged  from  a miftaken  idea  of  the  lenity  of  government,  to  perfilt 
in  their  wicked  and  deltructive  courfes,  in  expectation  that  the  Legiflature  will  renew 
their  acts  of  grace  after  a commiflioii  of  new  offences. 

Refolved , As  the  determination  of  the  General  Court,  that  no  further  acts  of  grace 
and  clemency,  confiltent  with  the  dignity  of  government,  and  that  fafety  and  protection 
which  ought  to  be  extended  to  the  peaceable  and  well  affected  citizens  of  the  Common* 
wealth,  can  be  made  to  the  perfons  aforefaid.

Refolve  declaring  Gideon  Dunham  to  be  the  perfon  intended  in  a refolution  paffed  the 
13th  day  of  June  inftant,  to  be  excepted  out  of  the  faid  refolution  of  indemnity,  Juni

Whereas  by  a refolution  of  the  General  Court,  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  this  prefent 
month,  the  clemency  of  government  is  extended  to  all  perfons  who  have  committed  an^ 
treafons  or  mifprifions  of  treafon  during  the  prefent  rebellion,  excepting  certain  perfons 
therein  deferibed  and  named  and  whereas  one  of  the  perfons  fo  excepted  is  therein 
named  David  Dunham , which  chriftian  name  was  inferted  by  a miftake,  and  the  perfon 
thereby  intended,  is  Gideon  Dunhatn  of  Sheffield,  in  the  county  of  Berkjhire,  yeoman,  and 
the  faid  Gideon  Dunham  being  a malignant  and  incorrigible  offender, 

It  is  Declared  and  Refolved , That  the  faid  Gideon  Dunham , is  the  perfon  meant  and  in- 
tended to  be  excepted  out  of  the  faid  refolution  of  indemnity,  and  the  faid  Gideon  Dun- 
ham {hall  not  by  virtue  thereof  receive  any  benefit  or  advantage  whatfoever,  but  is  ex- 
cepted therefrom,  andfhall  be  fo  adjudged  : And  it  is  hereby  further 

Refolved , That  the  faid  David  Dunham  lliall  not  be  confidered  as  within  the  exceptions 
of  the  faid  refolutions.

llcfolve  on  the  petition  of  the  town  of  Buxton , directing  the  Treafurer  to  difeharge  faid 
town  from  the  payment  of  a certain  l'um  of  money.  June  25,  1787. 

On  the  petition  of  the  town  of  Buxton , fetting  foj-th  that  they  are  called  upon  by  the 
Treafurer  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  payment  of  feveral  taxes  which  were  laid  on 
the  faid  town  when  a plantation,  from  1761,  to  1772,  and  praying  for  an  abatement  of 
the  faid  taxes,  tor  reafons  fet  forth  in  the  faid  petition  :

fum  never  has  been  affeffed  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  then  plantation.

Refolve  on  the  petition  of  Thomas  Dalrymple , granting  him  £.4  io,  for  the  Ioffes  his  fon 

fuftained.  June  29,  1787. 

On  the  petition  of  Thomas  Dalrymple , praying  that  he  may  receive  wages  for  his  fon’s 
time  while  in  captivity,  and  alfo  that  he  may  receive  compenfation  for  a gun,  blanket, 
and  other  articles  that  were  taken  from  him  by  the  enemy. 

Refolved , That  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  fo  far  granted,  that  there  be  allowed  and 
paid  out  of  the  Treafury  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  faid  Thomas  Dalrymple , the  fum 
of  four  pounds  ten  j hillings , in  full  compeafation  for  the  Ioffes  his  fon  fuftained,  as  mention- 
ed in  the  aforefaid  petition.

Refolve  on  the  petition  of  Wiliam  Ward , in  behalf  of  the  plantation  No.  5,  directing 
the  petitioner  to  ferve  the  town  of  Cummington , the  diftrici  of  P lai  nfie  Id ^ and  that  part 
of  the  laid  No.  5,  to  {hew  caufe.  , June  29,  1 787. 

Oft  the  petition  of  William  Ward,  in  behalf  of  the  plantation  No.  5,  now  incorporated 
into  the  town  of  Cummington , the  diftri<ft  of  Plainfield,  and  part  thereof  into  the  town  of 
Windfor , praying  for  liberty  to  affefs  a tax  of  two  pence  per  acre  on  all  the  lands  formerly

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.Refolded,  That  William  Ward  the-  petitioner,  ferve  the  town  of  Cttmminglon,  thediftrid 
of  Plainfield , and  that  part  of  the  faid  No.  5,  which  has  been  annexed  to  the  town  of 
Windfor,ea.ch , with  an  attefted  copy  of  the  faid  petition,  and  this  refolve  thereon, by  leaving 
the  fame  with  each  of  the  faid  towns,  and  the  faid  diftrid  Clerks,  at  lead  thirty  days 
before  the  fecond  Wednefday  of  the  next  fitting  of  the  General  Court,  to  {hew  caufe  on 
the  faid  fecond  Wednefday,  if  any  they  have,  why  the  prayer  of  the  faid  petition  {hould 
not.be  granted  ; and  that  all  executions  which  have  been  iffued  againft  any  individual 
or  individuals  for  the  faid  expence,  be  ftayed  in  tlnf  mean  time.

On  the  petition  of  Nathaniel  Tredwell , fetting  forth,  that  wages  were  due  to  him,  for 
his  fervices  as  a foldier  in  the  Continental  army,  but  that  previous  to  his  making  appli- 
cation to  the  Treafurer  for  his  notes,  a forged  order  was  preferred  therefor,  by  one 
Stephen  Curtis , and  notes  made  out,  and  delivered  accordingly  ; wherefore  he  hath  ne- 
ver been  able  to  obtain  his  faid  wages,  notwithftanding  he  made  application  before 
the  firft  of  December  laid  : And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  Court,  that  the  faid  order  was 
falfe  and  forged  : Therefore  . . 

Rejoiced , .That  the  Treafurer  be,  and  he  hereby  is  direded,  to  iffue  a note  or  notes  to 
the  laid  Nathaniel  Tredwell , to  the  amount  of  the  wages  due  to  him  as  aforefaid,  in  the 
manner  preferibed  by  law  ; and  take  every  poffible  meafure,  for  deteding  and  bringing 
to  juftice,  the  perpetrators  of  the  forgery  and  fraud  aforefaid. 

LXI. 

An  Addrefs  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Legiflature  to  his  Excellency  the  Governour,' 
relative  to  his  relinquilhment  of£ . 300  to  be  deduded  from  his  {alary  as  Governour. 
June  29,  1787. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency , 

YOUR  Excellency’s  meffage  of  the  2 id  inft.  containing  an  offer  of  three  hundred  pounds 
to  be  deduded  from  your  falary,  as  Governour,  for  the  prefent  year,  has  been  attended 
to,  and  cOnfidered  by  the  two  branches  of  the  Legiflature,  not.  only  as  a proof  of  your 
Excellency’s  generofity,  but  as  a mark  of  your  attentfon  to  the  peculiar  fituation  of  the 
people,  and  the  einbarraffcd  (late  nf  our  public  affairs. 

The  patriotifm  and  benevolence  of  your  Excellency,  having  been  fo  often  experienccu 
in  your  various  ftatiohs,  we  are  convinced  of  the  fincerity  of  the  fentiment  expreffed  ia 
your  meffage,  that  it  always  gives  you  the  higheft  pleafure,  when  confiffcnt  with  your 
idea  of  the  public  good,  to  meet  the  willies  of  the  people. 

The  embarraffed  fituation  of  this  State,  pleads  i'n  behalf  of  our  conftituents  to  accept 
your  generous  and  unfolicited  favor,  though  at  the  fame  time,  we  would  not  wifh  to 
have  it  operate  as  a precedent  to  influence  any  fucceflor  in  office,  to  relinquifh  any  part 
of  his  yearly  falary. 

The  conftitutionality  of  the  queflion,  relative  to  the  Governour’s  falary  being  unde- 
termined, we  {hall  at  prefent  wave  our  fentiments  on  this  fubjed  ; as  this  decifion  with- 
out doubt,  will  claim  the  attention  of  the  Legiflature  when  they  {hall  think  expedient*.

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Whereas  it  appears  by  a refolve  of  the  General  Court,  paffed  the  fixth  day  of  March 
laft  paft,  that  the  county  Treafurer’s  accounts  for  the  county  of  Plymouth,  were  duly

Whereas  it' appears  from  an  eftimate  of  the  Juftiees  of  the  Court  of  General  Seffions 
of  the  Peace,  Of  the  faid  county  of  Plymouth , made  on  the  tenth  day  of  dpril  laft,  that 
the  fum  of  t wo  hundred  pounds , is  necelfary  for  defraying  the  charges  of  the  laid  county, 
for  the  years  feventeen  hundred  and  eighty-fix,  and  feventeen  hundred  eighty-feven.

The  two  branches  of  the  General  Court,  fenftblehow  important  it  is,  that  the  charac- 
ters of  men,  appointed  to  fuperintend  the  execution  ol  the  laws,  Ihould  be  pure  and  un- 
lullied,  and  that  their  patriotifm,  their  love  of  thpir  country,  and  inviolable  attachment 
to  the  conftitution,  fiiould  not  bcfubject  to  any  juft  fufpicions.  take  the  liberty  to  make 
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known  to  your.  Excellency,  that  Ephraim  Fitch  of  Fgrcmcnt,  in  the  county  of  £erkjhire4 
Efu;  and  John  Hurlbut  of  Alford,  in  the  fame  county,  Efq;  Ju  dices  of  the  Peace,  within 
and  for  that  county,  have  been  indicted  by  a very  refpectable  Grand-Jury,  of  the  heinous 
and  detedable  crime  of  high  treafon  : And  that  they,  when  the  noble  and  generous 
exertions  of  freemen,  difperfed  the  forces  of  rebellion,  fled  from  the  judice  of  their 
country.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Court  their  flight  could  have  originated 
only  from  a confcioufnefs  of  guilt.  Eut  whether  innocent  or  not,  the  honour  of  go- 
vernment requires  that  men,  againft  whom  there  isjud  foundation  of  fufpicion,  fliould 
not  be  permitted  to  exereife  offices  of  fuch  great  importance.  The  General  Court  there- 
forerequed,  that  your  Excellency  would  be  pleafed,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
fent  of  Council,  to  remove  the  faid  Ephraim  Fitch , and  John  Hurlbut , from  their  offices 
aforel'aid.

WHEREAS  the  Commonwealth  of  Maffachufetts,  did,  heretofore  prefent  a petition 
to  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  aflemhled,  thereby  among  other  things,  Hating, 
that  all  that  territory  which  in  the  faid  petition  is  ddferibed  as  all  that  part  of  Ncw-Eng- 
land  in  America , which  lieth  and  extendeth  between  a great  river,  called  Merrimac , and  a 
certain  other  river  there,  called  Charles-  River,  being  the  bai  tom  of  a bay  there  called 
M afach ufetts- Bay  \ and  alfo,  all  thofe  lands  lying  within  three  Englifti  miles  to  the  foifth- 
ward  of  the  l'outhernmoft  part  of  the  faid  bay,  and  extending  thence  northward  in  ia«- 
tude  to  northward  of  every  part  of  the  faid  river  Merrimac,  and  in  breadth  of  liuitude
